To  Permittees  and  Licensees: 

Sirs  :  Since  the  issuance  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  on  April  27;  1915, 
of  the  order  restricting  the  importation  of  cotton  into  the  United  States,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  1912  {37  Stat.,  315), 
numerous  circular  letters  of  instruction  and  explanation  have  been  issued  by 
this  board  in  connection  with  the  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  in  pursu- 
ance of  that  order.  For  the  convenience  of  permittees  and  licensees  a  compila- 
tion has  been  made  of  such  of  the  instructions  as  are  still  in  effect,  and  these 
are  printed  herewith  under  the  regulations  to  which  they  specifically  refer. 

The  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  importation  of  cotton  into  the  "United 
States  are  not  herein  changed,  but  remain  as  revised  July  18,  1917.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE  IMPORTATION  OF  COTTON  INTO  THE 

UNITED  STATES. 

Regulation   1.  Definition. 

For  the  purposes  of  these  regulations  the  term  "  cotton  "  shall  be  construed 
to  mean  raw  or  unmanufactured  ginned  cotton,1  either  baled  or  unbaled. 
including  all  cotton  which  has  not  been  woven  or  spun  or  otherwise  manufac- 
tured, such  as  all  forms  of  cotton  waste,  including  thread  waste,  card  strips, 
willowed  fly,  willowed  picker,  picker  or  blowings,  and  chum  and  cotton  waste 
in  any  other  form  or  under  any  other  trade  designation.  (See  also  Regula- 
tion 14  in  relation  to  burlap  or  other  fabric  which  has  been  used,  or  of  the 
kinds  ordinarily  used,  for  wrapping  cotton.) 

1  The  importation  of  cotton  seed,  seed  or  unginned  cotton,  and  cottonseed  hulls,  except 
ivora  the  locality  of  the  Imperial  Valley  in  the  State  of  Lower  California,  Mexico,  is  pro- 
hibited by  quarantine. 
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Regulation   2.  Applications   for  Permits. 

Persons  contemplating  the  importation  of  cotton  into  the  United  States  shall 
make  application  for  a  permit,  on  forms  provided  for  that  purpose,  to  the 
Federal  Horticultural  Board,  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington.  D.  C, 
stating  the  name  and  address  of  the  exporter,  the  country  and  locality  where 
grown,  the  port  of  departure,  the  proposed  port  of  entry,  and  the  name  and 
address  of  the  importer  or  of  the  broker  in  the  United  States  to  whom  the 
permit  should  be  sent,  and  agreeing  not  to  move  the  cotton  from  the  port  of 
entry  except  in  compliance  with  these  regulations. 

Permits  will  be  required  for  cotton  entering  the  United  States  for  immediate 
export  and  for  immediate  transportation  and  exportation  in  bond  to  foreign 
countries,  and  in  the  case  of  transportation  in  bond  the  route  over  which  such 
cotton  will  be  allowed  to  move  will  be  designated  in  the  permit. 

Permits  will  be  issued  for  the  ports  of  Boston,  New  York,  Newark,  and  San 
Francisco,  and  such  other  ports  of  entry  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Federal 
Horticultural  Board. 

Applications  for  permits  should  be  made  in  advance  of  the  shipment  of  the 
cotton,  on  the  appropriate  form.3 

(a)  Separate  permit  required  for  each  foreign  shipper. — A  permit  must  be 
secured  for  each  foreign  shipper  from  whom  it  is  desired  to  import  cotton. 

(b)  Ports  of  entry. — For  all  forms  of  cotton,  cotton  waste,  burlap,  etc.,  for 
which  disinfection  is  required  in  the  regulations  as  a  condition  of  entry,  the 
ports  of  entry  specified  in  the  permits  will  be  limited  to  the  ports  listed  in  this 
regulation  and  such  other  northern  ports  as  now  or  hereafter  may  have  disin- 
fecting plants  licensed  by  the  board.  All  forms  of  cotton  or  other  products 
included  under  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  importation  of  cotton 
into  the  United  States,  provision  for  the  entry  of  which  without  disinfection  is 
made  in  these  regulations,  may  be  permitted  entry  at  any  port  in  the  United 
States  which  may  be  approved  by  the  board.  If,  however,  on  inspection  such 
products  should  prove  to  be  of  a  grade  requiring  disinfection  under  the  regula- 
tions, provision  must  be  made  either  for  the  prompt  transfer  of  such  products 
to  a  port  of  entry  where  disinfection  can  be  made,  the  routing  to  be  approved 
by  the  board,  or  for  the  prompt  return  of  the  products  to  the  country  of  origin. 
Such  transfer  or  return  must,  in  each  instance,  be  authorized  by  the  board. 

(c)  Entry  for  immediate  transportation  and  exportation. — A  separate  permit 
will  be  required  for  each  shipment  of  cotton  for  immediate  transportation  and 
exportation  in  bond  to  foreign  countries.  The  ports  of  entry  for  such  cotton 
and  the  route  through  the  United  States  over  which  such  cotton  will  be  allowed 
to  move  will  be  designated  in  the  permit.  Such  entry  will  be  limited  to  the 
ports  listed  in  Regulation  2  and  such  other  northern  ports  as  may  be  approved 
by  the  board,  and  the  routing  will  be  limited  to  the  most  direct  means  of  con- 
veyance to  destination  in  the  foreign  country.  In  connection  with  such  entries 
in  bond,  the  notice  of  arrival  called  for  under  Regulation  5  must  be  given  with 
a  note  to  the  effect  that  the  cotton  is  to  go  forward  to  the  foreign  country,  and 
the  notice  of  shipment  provided  in  Regulation  7  must  also  be  given. 

(d)  Entry  for  immediate  export. — Permits  will  be  required  for  cotton  arriv- 
ing at  a  port  of  the  United  States  for  entry  for  immediate  export.  The  applica- 
tion for  such  permit  should  furnish  the  information  called  for  in  the  first  para- 
graph of  Regulation  2  and  the  number  of  bales  in  the  shipment,  and  the  notice 
of  arrival  and  notice  of  exportation  should  conform  to  similar  notices  in  rela- 
tion to  consumption  entries  of  cotton.  The  ports  of  entry  for  cotton  arriving  in 
the  United  States  for  immediate  export  will  lie  limited  to  the  ports  listed  in 
Regulation  2  and  such  other  northern  ports  as  may  be  approved  by  the  board. 

J-The  importation  by  mail  of  raw  or  unmanufactured  cotton  and  cotton  seed  (including 
seed  cotton)  and  cottonseed  hulls  from  any  foreign  country  is  prohibited  by  an  order 
issued  by  the  Second  Assistant  Postmaster  General  under  date  of  April  7,  1917. 
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(e)  Other  conditions  under  which  shipment  abroad  permitted. — Imported 
cotton  may  be  shipped  to  foreign  countries  via  the  United  States  under  two 
other  conditions,  viz : 

1.  Cotton  which  has  entered  the  United  States  and  has  been  disinfected  in 
compliance  with  the  regulations  may  be  shipped  to  any  foreign  country  under 
the  same  conditions  as  cover  the  shipment  of  such  cotton  to  ultimate  consignees 
in  the  United  States,  except  that  the  ultimate  consignee  in  the  foreign  country 
need  not  be  a  licensed  person.  The  notice  of  shipment  called  for  in  Regulation 
7  must  be  given. 

2.  Cotton  which  has  been  entered  in  bond  for  subsequent  disinfection  under 
an  ordinary  permit,  and  which  the  permittee  sells  for  immediate  shipment  to 
some  foreign  consignee  prior  to  disinfection,  may  be  shipped  to  such  consignee 
without  disinfection  on  condition  that  the  permittee  first  make  application 
for  a  special  permit  for  such  shipment,  indicating  the  route  over  which  it  is 
intended  to  ship  such  cotton,  which  routing,  if  approved,  will  be  designated  in 
the  special  permit.  A  separate  permit  must  be  secured  for  each  shipment  of 
this  character.  The  discharge  of  the  bond  covering  such  cotton  will  be  made 
on  receipt  from  the  shipper  in  this  country  of  a  copy  of  the  bill  of  lading  cover- 
ing the  shipment  of  the  cotton  to  the  foreign  consignee.  In  addition  the  ship- 
per must  agree  to  furnish  a  receipt  from  the  foreign  consignee  acknowledging 
the  delivery  of  the  cotton. 

(/)  Entry  of  cotton  waste  from  Canada— In  the  case  of  cotton  waste  origi- 
nating in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  an  administrative  provision  has  been  made 
for  the  shipment  in  bond  of  such  waste  from  the  border  port  of  arrival  to  such 
other  port  as  may  be  designated  in  the  permit,  where  inspection  and  other 
necessary  requirements  of  entry  can  be  met.  In  the  case  of  grades  of  waste 
requiring  disinfection,  such  final  ports  of  entry  will  necessarily  correspond  with 
the  ports  of  entry  for  cotton  or  other  products  requiring  disinfection  under  the 
regulations.  In  the  case  of  grades  of  waste  which  do  not  require  disinfection 
as  a  condition  of  entry  (see  first  proviso,  Reg.  6,  p.  5),  any  other  port  at  which 
the  board  maintains  inspection  service  may  be  designated.  If,  however,  on 
inspection  such  cotton  waste  should  prove  to  be  of  a  grade  requiring  disinfec- 
tion, it  must  either  be  promptly  transferred  to  a  port  of  entry  where  disinfec- 
tion can  be  made,  the  routing  to  be  approved  by  the  board,  or  returned  to  the 
country  of  origin.  Such  transfer  or  return  must,  in  each  instance,  be  authorized 
by  the  board. 

(g)  Full  compliance  with  regulations  required  at  port  of  entry. — Full  com- 
pliance with  the  requirements  of  entry  of  foreign  cotton  into  the  United  States 
must  be  made  at  the  port  of  entry  designated  in  the  permit.  If,  however, 
through  ignorance  of  these  requirements  or  some  unexpected  exigency  of  traffic 
shipments  of  cotton  should  arrive  at  a  port  of  entry  other  than  that  designated 
in  the  permit  and  one  at  which  the  conditions  of  entry  can  not  be  met,  provision 
for  the  immediate  transfer  of  such  consignment,  either  without  unloading  or 
by  transshipment,  may  be  made  from  the  port  of  first  arrival  to  one  of  the 
ports  where  full  compliance  with  the  conditions  of  entry  can  be  met.  Such 
transfer  and  the  routing  must,  in  each  instance,  be  authorized  by  the  board. 

(.h)  Importation  of  cotton  by  mail  prohibited.— The  post-office  order  referred 
to  in  the  note  to  Regulation  2  prohibits  the  importation  by  mail  from  any 
foreign  country  of  raw  or  unmanufactured  cotton  and  cotton  seed  (including 
seed  cotton)  and  cottonseed  hulls,  and  directs  postmasters  and  other  postal 
officials  to  cause  to  be  returned  immediately  to  point  of  origin  all  mail  importa- 
tions of  the  products  mentioned,  except  such  importations  as  are  ordered  by  or 
intended  for  and  addressed  to  the  "  Office  of  Foreign  Seed  and  Plant  Introduc- 
tion, United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C,"  which  may 
be  allowed  to  go  forward  to  addressees  in  the  regular  course. 
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Regulation   3.  Permits   for  Entry. 

On  approval  of  an  application  for  the  importation  of  cotton,  a  permit  will  be 
issued  in  quadruplicate.  One  copy  will  be  furnished  to  the  applicant  for  pres- 
entation to  the  customs  officer  at  the  port  of  entry,  one  copy  will  be  mailed  to 
the  collector  at  the  port  of  entry,,  and  one  copy  to  the  inspector  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  at  the  port  of  entry,  and  the  fourth  copy  will  be  filed 
with  the  application.  All  permits  will  be  valid  from  date  of  issuance  until 
revoked. 

Permits  will  be  addressed  to  the  collector  of  customs  at  the  port  of  entry 
named  therein. 

Regulation  4.  Marking  as  Condition   of  Entry. 

Every  bale  or  other  container  of  cotton  offered  for  entry  shall  be  plainly 
marked  with  such  bale  numbers  and  other  marks  as  will  distinguish  the  bales 
or  containers  from  each  other  and  will  show  the  country  where  grown  and 
the  importer. 

Regulation  5.  Notice  of  Arrival  by  Permittee. 

Immediately  upon  arrival  of  the  cotton  at  the  port  of  entry  the  permittee 
shall  submit  in  duplicate  notices  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  through  the 
collector  of  customs,  on  forms  provided  for  that  purpose,  stating  the  number 
1,1  H"'  I'lTinK.  [he  number  of  bales  or  cither  containers  of  cotton  included  in 
the  shipment,  the  bale  or  container  numbers  and  marks,  the  country  and  locality 
where  grown,  the  year  of  growth,  the  name  and  address  of  the  exporter  or 
shipper,  the  port  of  departure,  the  date  of  arrival,  and.  if  transported  by  water 
the  name  of  the  ship  or  vessel  and  the  designation  of  the  dock  where  the  cotton 
is  to  be  landed,  and,  if  by  rail,  the  name  of  the  railroad  company  and  the  ter- 
minal where  the  cotton  is  to  be  unloaded. 

(a)  Notice  of  arrival  to  cover  all  cotton  .shown  on  bill  of  lading. — In  submit- 
ting the  notices  of  arrival  required  by  Regulation  r>  the  permittee  will  list  all 
the  cotton  which  is  expected  on  the  vessel  in  question  as  shown  by  the  bill  of 
lading,  whether  or  not  the  cotton  so  listed  actually  arrives  on  the  boat  on 
which  it  is  expected.  This  makes  it  unnecessary  to  report  the  cotton  as  listed 
on  the  ship's  manifest,  or  to  determine  by  actual  inspection  whether  all  the 
cotton  reported  on  the  bill  of  lading  has  been  shipped. 

(6)  Notice  of  arrival  of  short  shipments.— In  the  case  of  short  shipments 
the  permittee  must  continue  to  submit  the  notices  of  subsequent  arrival  of  the 
cotton  listed  on  the  original  bill  of  lading  and  must  indicate  the  number  of 
the  customhouse  permit  covering  the  original  entry  and  must  also  indicate 
the  name  of  the  fumigating  plant  to  which  the  cotton  will  be  sent  for  dis- 
infection. 

(c)  Customs  entry  number  to  he  .shown  on  notices. — Notices  of  arrival  and 
notices  of  shipment  should  indicate  the  original  customs  entry  number  cover- 
ing the  importation,  and,  if  it  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  needs  of  the  trade, 
it  is  requested  that  importers  of  cotton  or  cotton  waste  transmit  the  original 
customs  entry  number  to  the  purchasers  of  such  cotton,  and  that  the  licensees 
purchasing  the  cotton  in  turn  transmit  the  number  to  subsequent  purchasers 
and  indicate  same  on  the  notices  of  reshipment  and  notices  of  receipt. 

Regulation   6.  Disinfection  a  Condition   of  Entry. 

Foreign  cotton  must  be  properly  disinfected  as  a  condition  of  entry.  Cotton 
will  be  delivered  to  the  permittee  for  disinfection  upon  the  filing  with  the 
collector  of  customs  of  a  bond  in  the  amount  of  $5,000  or  in  an  amount  equal 
to  the  invoice  value  of  the  cotton  if  such  value  be  less  than  $5,000,  with  ap- 
proved sureties,  conditioned  upon  disinfection  of  the  cotton,  under  the  super- 
vision of  an  inspector  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  upon  the  rede- 
livery ot  the  cotton  to  the  collector  of  customs  within  40  days  from  arrival 
of  the  same  at  the  port  of  entry.  The  cotton  shall  not  be  removed  from  the 
port  of  entry,  nor  shall  any  bale  or  other  container  thereof  be  broken  or 
opened  for  sampling,  until  a  written  notice  is  given  to  the  collector  of  customs 
by  an  inspector  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  that  the  cotton  has  been 
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properly  disinfected:  Provided,  That  cotton  which  has  been  so  manufactured 
or  processed  as  to  have  eliminated  all  seed  and  to  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned, 
including  cotton  known  as  thread  waste  and  card  strips,  and  which  is  covered 
with  wrappings  which  have  not  previously  been  used  to  cover  cotton  or  which 
is  covered  with  American  cotton  bagging,  commonly  known  as  coarse  gunny, 
which  has  been  used  to  cover  only  cotton  grown  in  the  United  States,  will  be 
inspected  on  arrival  at  the  port  of  entry  by  an  inspector  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  and  if  found  to  correspond  with  the  permit  and  to  comply  with 
the  marking  conditions  of  entry  provided  for  in  Regulation  4,  will  be  released, 
in  so  far  as  the  .jurisdiction  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  extends  thereto, 
for  delivery  to  the  permittee.  The  invoice  covering  cotton  described  in  this 
proviso  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  in  the  form  indicated  below. 
Regulat'ons  7,  8.  and  9,  following,  shall  not  apply  to  the  cotton  described  in 
this  proviso. 

Cotton  held  by  a  permittee  after  disinfection,  pending  distribution,  must  be 
stored  in  a  licensed  warehouse.  Cotton  held  by  a  permittee  for  disinfection 
under  the  40-day  provision  of  this  regulation  must  be  stored  in- a  licensed, 
insect-proof,  screened  warehouse,  the  screening  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  inspec- 
tor of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture:  Provided,  however,  That 
when  necessary  in  the  judgment  of  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board,  on  ac- 
count of  congestion  of  traffic,  or  for  other  cause,  cotton  so  held  for  disinfection 
may,  with  the  permission  of  the  chairman  of  said  board  and  under  such  con- 
ditions as  he  may  prescribe,  be  stored  in  such  unscreened  or  unlicensed  ware- 
houses or  other  places  as  may  be  approved  by  an  inspector  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture.

(a)  Permittee  responsible  for  disinfection  of  cotton. — Under  this  regulation 
the  permittee  is  charged  with  full  responsibility  for  the  disinfection  of  the 
cotton  within  the  40-day  period.  If  distribution  is  made  of  such  cotton  by  the 
permittee  before  it  is  disinfected,  with  the  understanding  that  the  licensee 
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receiving  the  same  is  to  pay  the  disinfection  charges,  the  permittee  will  never- 
theless be  held  responsible  for  the  disinfection  of  the  cotton  within  40  days 
from  its  arrival  at  the  port  of  entry.  In  other  words,  so  far  as  responsibility 
for  the  disinfection  of  imported  cotton  is  concerned,  the  board  deals  only  with 
the  permittee,  subsequent  receivers  of  the  cotton  from  the  permittee  not  being- 
parties  to  the  bond  given  for  its  disinfection. 

(6)  Cotton  must  not  be  removed  from  port  of  entry  prior  to  disinfection. — 
Cotton  or  cotton  waste  not  falling  within  the  first  proviso  to  regulation  6, 
entered  through  a  port  where  facilities  for  the  disinfection  of  cotton  are 
available,  must  not  be  removed  from  that  port  until  it  has  been  disinfected. 
(See  par.  (fir),  Reg.  2.) 

(c)  Bond  may  be  accepted  pending  receipt  of  certificate. — Material  falling 
within  the  first  proviso  to  this  regulation  may,  in  the  failure  of  the  arrival  of 
the  required  certificate,  be  entered  without  disinfection  upon  the  filing  with 
the  collector  of  customs  of  a  bond  in  the  amount  of  $5,000,  or  in  an  amount 
equal  to  the  invoice  value  of  the  cotton  if  such  value  be  less  than  $5,000,  with 
approved  sureties,  such  bond  not  to  be  canceled  until  the  certificate  covering 
the  shipment  shall  have  been  received  and  delivered  to  the  collector  of  customs. 

Regutalion  7.  Notice  of  Shipment  by  Permittee. 

After  entry  of  the  cotton  and  before  removal  from  the  port  of  entry  for  each 
separate  shipment  or  consignment  thereof  the  permittee  shall'  notify  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture,  on  forms  provided  for  that  purpose,  stating  the  number 
of  the  permit,  the  date  of  entry,  the  customs  entry  number,  the  name  and 
address  of  the  consignee  to  whom  it  is  proposed  to  forward  the  cotton,  the 
number  of  bales  or  other  containers  included  in  the  shipment,  and  the  bale  or 
container  numbers  and  marks,  together  with  the  probable  date  of  delivery  for 
and  route  of  transportation. 

At  the  same  time  a  copy  of  the  notice  given  under  this  regulation  shall  be 
sent  by  the  permittee-  to  the  inspector  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  at 
the  port  of  entry  designated  in  the  permit. 

(a)  Notices  must  be  furnished  prior  to  movement  of  cotton. — The  intention 
of  this  regulation  is  that  prior  to  shipment,  namely,  the  removal  of  the  cotton, 
the  notice  provided  for  in  the  regulation  shall  be  mailed  to  Washington  and 
a  copy  mailed  or  otherwise  delivered  to  the  local  inspector  of  the  department 
at  the  port  of  entry.  However,  for  the  convenience  of  the  permittee  both 
copies  of  the  notice  may  be  mailed  or  delivered  to  the  inspector.  It  is  not 
intended  that  shipment  or  movement  of  the  cotton  shall  be  delayed  until  this 
notice  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  of  his  inspector  at 
the  port  of  entry,  but  the  goods  covered  may  be  shipped  immediately  after  the 
notices  have  been  furnished,  as  provided  in  the  regulation.  This  is  to  prevent 
any  delay  in  the  shipment  and  movement  of  the  cotton.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  permittee  is  cautioned  that  these  notices  should  always  be  furnished  prior 
to  shipment  or  movement  of  the  cotton,  and  that  failure  to  submit  these  reports 
prior  to  shipment  or  movement  may  result  in  the  revocation  of  permits  and  the 
application  of  the  other  penalties  prescribed  by  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act. 

(b)  Notices  of  shipment  may  include  all  cotton  covered  by  notice  of  arrival.— 
In  submitting  notices  of  shipment  of  imported  cotton  the  permittee  may,  in  the 
case  of  each  licensee,  report  the  shipment  of  all  the  cotton  intended  for  such 
licensee  included  in  the  original  notice  of  arrival  based  on  the  bill  of  lading, 
whether  or  not  such  cotton  has  actually  arrived. 

(c)  Notice  of  shipment  of  short-shipped  cotton. — In  the  case  of  short- 
shipped  cotton,  where  the  original  notices  of  shipment  reported  all  the  cotton  in- 
cluded in  the  notice  of  arrival,  no  further  notices  of  distribution  of  such  cotton 
to  licensees  will  be  required,  but  the  short-shipped  cotton  will  not  be  released 
from  bond  or  be  allowed  to  be  removed  from  the  fumigating  plant  until  a  bill

of  lading  covering  its  shipment  has  been  submitted  to  the  inspector  in  charge 
at  the  plant,  and  has  been  compared  by  him  with  the  original  notice  of  ship- 
ment to  such  licensee,  and  approved.  In  case  the  cotton  is  to  be  stored  after 
disinfection,  the  teamster's  slip  must  be  submitted  in  lieu  of  the  bill  of  Ifldi&g", 

(d)  Customs  entry  number  to  be  included  on  notices— As  previously  stated- 
notices  of  shipment  should  indicate  the  original  customs  entry  number  covering: 
the  importation,  and,  if  it  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  needs  of  the  trade  it  is  re- 
quested that  importers  of  cotton  or  cotton  waste  transmit  the  original  cus- 
toms entry  number  to  the  purchasers  of  such  cotton,  and  that  the  licensees  pur- 
chasing the  cotton  in  turn  transmit  the  number  to  subsequent  purchasers  and 
indicate  same  on  the  notices  of  reshipment  and  notices  of  receipt. 

(e)  Xotices  required  lohen  permittee  stores  cotton.— If  a  permittee  finds  it 
necessary  to  store  cotton  or  waste  under  the  40-day  provision  of  Regulation  6. 
such  storage  must  be  reported  to  the  board.  For  this  report  the  blank  entitled 
"  Permittee's  notice  of  shipment  of  imported  cotton  "  may  be  used.  When  such 
stock  is  removed  from  storage  for  fumigation  and  shipment  to  a  licensee,  notice 
of  such  distribution  must  be  furnished,  as  required  in  Regulation  7.  The  same 
notice  of  temporary  storage  and  of  final  distribution  must  be  made  as  to  cotton 
stored  by  the  permittee  subsequent  to  disinfection. 

Regulation  8.  Distribution  of  Imported  Cotton  to  Licensees. 

Imported  cotton  shall  not  be  distributed,  forwarded,  or  shipped  by  a  permittee 
to  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  not  holding  an  unrevoked  license  as  pro- 
vided in  Regulation  9. 

(a)  Distribution  of  cotton  samples  to  nonlicensees.—See  paragraph  (f),  Regu- 
lation 9. 

{b)  Accumulated  samples  may  be  sold  only  to  licensees.— Inasmuch  as  sam- 
ples of  imported  cotton  are  subject  to  the  cotton  regulations,  such  samples  as 
have  accumulated  may  be  sold  only  to  licensees. 

(c)  Vendor  to  assure  himself  before  shipment  that  vendee  or  consignee  is 
licensee—  Shipments  of  imported  cotton  should  not  be  made  on  the  unsupported 
statements  of  firms  that  they  hold  licenses  to  purchase  and  use  such  cotton. 
If  it  is  desired  to  forward,  distribute,  or  ship  imported  cotton  to  any  person, 
firm,  or  corporation  whose  name  does  not  appear  on  the  published  lists  of  the 
board  as  holding  an  unrevoked  license,  notice  should  first  be  secured  in  writing 
from  the  board  or  from  one  of  its  port  inspectors,  all  of  whom  are  notified 
promptly  of  the  issuance  of  licenses,  that  such  person,  firm,  or  corporation  is 
licensed  to  purchase  and  use  imported  cotton. 

(d)  Prohibition  not  applicable  to  certain  grades  of  waste. — The  above- 
mentioned  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  cotton  waste  which  has  been  permitted 
entry  without  disinfection  under  the  first  proviso  to  Regulation  6. 

(e)  Lists  of  licensees. — Lists  of  licensees  authorized  to  purchase  and  use 
imported  cotton  are  issued  by  the  board  about  July  1  each  year,  and  supple- 
mentary lists  of  licensees  are  issued  quarterly.  Notices  of  revocation  of 
licenses  are  issued  immediately  upon  such  revocation. 

Regulation  9.  Licenses  Authorizing  the  Use  of  Imported  Cotton. 

Upon  application  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  on  blanks  provided  for  that 
purpose,  a  license  will  be  issued  to  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  using  or  en- 
gaged in  manufactures  employing  imported  cotton  who  shall  have  agreed  to 
allow  anv  authorized  agent  or  employee  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  access 
to  his  factory  and  other  premises  at  all  reasonable  hours  for  the  purpose  of 
inspection  and  reinspection  when  deemed  necessary  of  such  imported  cotton,  and 
shall  have  agreed  to  burn  the  picker  waste  from  such  cotton  unless  means  satis- 
factorv  to  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board  are  provided  for  the  safe  utiliza- 
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tion  of  such  waste,  and  to  observe  such  other  measures  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 

Licensees  shall  furnish  receipts  covering  all  imported  cotton  received  by  them, 
giving  name  of  person  or  firm  from  whom  the  cotton  was  purchased,  date  of  pur- 
chase, number  of  bales,  bale  numbers  and  marks,  date  of  receipt,  and  license 
number,  name,  and  address  of  licensee. 

A  licensee  who  has  received  cotton  in  compliance  with  these  regulations  shall 
not  make  subsequent  shipments  of  such  cotton,  except  to  a  person,  firm,  or  cor- 
poration holding  an  unrevoked  license  as  provided  in  this  regulation,  and  then 
only  after  notifying  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board,  on  forms  provided  for 
that  purpose,  giving  the  name  of  the  person  or  firm  from  whom  the  cotton  was 
purchased,  date  of  receipt,  name  of  licensee  to  whom  it  is  proposed  to  ship  the 
cotton,  number  of  bales,  bale  numbers  and  marks,  proposed  date  of  shipment, 
and  license  number,  name,  and  address  of  the  shipper:  Provided,  That  upon 
approval  by  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board  cotton  or  cotton  waste  originating 
with  or  subsequent  to  the  carding  machine,  or  which  has  been  processed  by 
bleaching  or  dyeing,  so  as  to  have  destroyed  all  insect  life,  may  be  shipped 
without  restriction. 

(a)  Licenses  valid  until  revoked. — Licenses  will  be  valid  until  revoked.  A 
separate  license  will  be  required  for  each  unit  of  a  mill  company  operating  as  a 
separate  plant  and  using  foreign  cotton,  and  for  each  warehouse  of  such  com- 
pany storing  foreign  cotton  not  connected  with  a  single  licensed  mill  unit,  i.  e., 
warehouses  storing  foreign  cotton  for  more  than  one  mill  unit  of  a  company. 
Public  warehouses  and  cotton  brokers  must  be  licensed. 

(  b )  Screening  of  mills  in  or  near  cotton  belt  required. — Under  this  regulation 
it  is  optional  with  the  board  whether  the  screening  of  mills  in  which  disinfected 
foreign  cotton  is  used  or  of  warehouses  in  which  such  cotton  is  stored  shall  be 
required.  While  the  method  of  disinfection  now  in  force  at  northern  ports  of 
entry  for  foreign  cotton  is  believed  to  be  normally  100  per  cent  effective,  on 
account  of  the  possibility  of  failure  of  complete  disinfection,  due  to  a  possible 
mishap  in  the  process,  the  board  has  decided  to  continue  the  screening  require- 
ment for  all  mills  and  warehouses  located  in  or  near  the  cotton  belt. 

(c)  Screening  prerequisite  to  issuance  of  license. — Before  a  license  to  use 
imported  cotton  in  or  near  the  cotton  belt  will  be  issued  the  applicant  for  such 
license  mus.t,  in  addition  to  meeting  the  other  requirements  of  the  regulations, 
provide  insect-proof,  screened  storage  space  for  the  storage  of  such  cotton  pend- 
ing its  use,  and  must  screen  and  safeguard  the  rooms  in  which  the  cotton  is 
handled  in  the  process  of  opening  and  cleaning,  the  screening  to  be  of  bronze 
or  other  equally  durable  material,  at  least  14  meshes  to  the  inch,  the  installation 
to  be  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  of  the  board. 

(d)  Screening  of  windows  that  can  not  be  opened  not  required. — Such  screen- 
ing will  not  be  required  of  windows  which  are  merely  for  lighting  and  are  so 
built  in  that  they  are  not  intended  to  be  and  can  not  be  opened.  Sash  or  sliding 
windows  of  the  ordinary  type  and  French  and  hinged  windows  or  other  widows 
constructed  to  be  opened,  if  not  screened,  must  be  securely  nailed  or  screwed 
fast  or  otherwise  securely  fastened,  and,  if  required  by  the  inspector,  sealed. 

(e)  Mill  and  warehouse  doors  to  be  kept  closed, — It  is  required  that  ware- 
house and  mill  doors  involved  shall  be  kept  closed,  except  when  necessarily 
opened  for  the  entrance  or  removal  of  cotton  or  the  passage  of  workmen,  and 
suitable  notices  calling  attention  to  this  requirement  shall  be  conspicuously 
posted  on  such  doors.  Wherever  practicable,  the  installation  of  self-closing 
devices  for  such  doors  will  be  required. 

(/)  Sample  rooms  included  in  screening  requirement. — All  rooms  in  or  near 
the  cotton  belt  in  which  samples  of  foreign  cotton  are  stored,  whether  they  be 
in  brokers'  offices,  mill  offices,  sampling  rooms,  mills,  or  warehouses,  must  be 
properly  safeguarded  against  the  escape  of  the  pink  bollworm. 
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(g)  Failure  to  maintain  screens  may  result  in  revocation  of  license  —Failure 
011  the  part  of  any  licensee  located  in  or  near  the  cotton  belt  to  maintain  in 
good  condition,  the  safeguards  provided  for  above  may  result  in  the  revocation 
of  his  license. 

(70  Information  required  of  applicant  for  license.— Before  a  license  to  use 
imported  cotton  is  issued  the  applicant  will  be  required  to  furnish  the  informa- 
tion called  for  on  the  following  form :

U)  Instructions  for  burning  picker  waste.— The  picker  waste  from  foreign 
cotton  should  be  collected  as  it  accumulates  or  at  the  end  of  each  day  with 
absolute  thoroughness  so  as  to  leave  no  scattered  waste,  and  should  be  burned 
during  the  day  or  at  the  close  of  each  day's  run.  The  recommended  plan  is  to 
have  the  waste  conducted  as  it  accumulates  through  an  iron  chute  directly  to 
the  furnace.  If  this  is  not  possible  the  waste  should  be  placed  m  paper  or 
cloth  sacks  or  baskets  with  covers  and  delivered  to  the  furnace  for  immediate 
burning.  No  waste  should  be  accumulated  and  left  in  the  furnace  room  for 
more  than  one  day,  and  until  it  is  burned  it  is  to  be  kept  in  tight  bags  or 
covered  containers.  If  there  is  any  likelihood  of  several  hours'  delay  m  burn- 
ing in  the  furnace  room,  it  is  advised  that  the  waste  be  kept  in  the  picker  room 
until  it  can  be  burned  as  soon  as  it  is  delivered  to  the  furnace.  If  picker 
waste  goes  into  a  pit  or  receiving  room  the  same  precautions  should  be  used 
in  the  prompt  removal  from  such  receiving  chamber  and  burning. 

(7,-)  Immediate  burning  of  warehouse  sweepings  required.— The  immediate 
burning  of  sweepings  in  warehouses  and  rooms  where  foreign  cotton  is  stored 
or  used  in  the  first  process  of  manufacture  is  required. 

(7)  Burning  limited  to  waste  from  certain-  machines.— In  order  to  avoid  un- 
necessary loss  to  users  of  foreign  cotton  by  the  burning  of  waste  from  such 
cotton,  destruction  by  burning  may  be  limited  to  the  waste  from  the  following 
machines:  Bale  breaker,  Crighton  opener,  opening  picker,  intermediate  and 
finishing  pickers,  willow  and  duster  machines,  burr  picker,  and  all  other  ma- 
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chines  used  prior  to  the  carding  process.  In  other  words,  card  and  thread 
wastes,  or  other  waste  made  during  or  subsequent  to  the  carding  process  is 
considered  as  semimanufactured  cotton,  and  need  not  be  recleaned  or  destroyed. 

(to)  Conditions  under  which  picker  waste  may  he  reclaimed.— -Still  further 
to  eliminate  unnecessary  loss,  licensees  are  permitted  to  rework  and  clean 
the  waste  from  operations  prior  to  the  carding  machine,  under  the  following- 
conditions:  Such  reworking  and  cleaning  must  be  done  at  the  close  of  each 
day  under  the  same  conditions  as  apply  to  the  cleaning  of  imported  cotton,  and 
by  methods  which  will  completely  remove  all  seed.  The  residual  waste,'  con- 
taining the  seed,  must  be  promptly  burned  under  the  conditions  outlined  in 
paragraph  (;).  Before  any  mill  will  be  authorized  to  reclaim  cotton  waste,  it 
must  advise  the  board  in  detail  the  process  it  desires  to  follow  in  such  reclaim- 
ing, designating  the  apparatus  to  be  employed,  and  must  submit  samples  of  the 
reclaimed  waste  and  of  the  residual  waste. 

(n)  Restrictions  on  distribution  and  use  of  reclaimed  waste.— Reclaimed 
waste  shall  not  be  distributed,  forwarded,  shipped,  or  sold  to  any  person  firm 
or  corporation  not  holding  an  unrevoked  license  as  provided  in  this  regulation' 
All  sales  of  such  waste  must  be  reported  to  the  board  on  the  form  "  Licensee's 
notice  of  shipment  of  reclaimed  waste  from  imported  cotton,"  a  supply  of 
which  will  be  furnished  upon  request.  Pending  its  use  or  sale  reclaimed 
waste  must  be  stored  in  a  licensed  room  or  warehouse.  A  licensee  who  has 
received  reclaimed  waste  from  imported  cotton  will  be  required  to  use  such 
waste  under  the  same  conditions  as  apply  to  the  use  of  imported  lint  cotton 

(o)  Movement  of  cotton  at  port  of  entry  to  be  reported  to  inspector  —Cotton 
reshipped  by  licensees  at  ports  of  entry  should  be  reported  to  the  inspectors  of 
the  board  at  those  ports,  as  well  as  to  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board  Cot- 
ton reshipped  at  other  points  need  be  reported  only  to  the  Federal  Horticultural 
Board.  (See  warning  under  Regulation  8  relative  to  shipment  of  imported 
cotton  to  nonlicensees.) 

(P)  Storage  of  cotton  by  licensee  to  be  reported.— If  a  licensee  purchases 
.mported  cotton  or  waste  and  stores  it  in  a  licensed  warehouse  pending  u<e  or 
distribution,  the  notices  of  disposition  required  by  Regulation  9  should  cover 
first,  its' temporary  storage,  and,  second,  its  sale  or  removal  from  the  warehouse' 
For  both  of  these  notices  the  blank  entitled  "  Licensee's  notice  of  reshipment  of 
imported  cotton  "  should  lie  used. 

(q)  Notices  of  receipt  to  be  furnished  by  Ucensees.-In  order  to  complete  the 
record  of  the  movement  of  imported  cotton  or  cotton  waste,  licensees  will  be 
required  to  furnish,  on  the  form  entitled  -  Licensee's  notice  of  receipt  of  im- 
ported cotton,"  receipts  covering  all  such  cotton  received  by  them.  Under  the 
heading  "Bale  numbers  and  marks,"  individual  bale  numbers  are  not  desired 
for  the  needs  of  the  board  the  first  and  last  numbers  of  a  lot  are  sufficient! 
TV  here  16  bales  are  received,  for  instance,  out  of  a  lot  numbered  from  i  to  50 
the  entry  under  the  heading  "Number  of  bales  of  each  mark"  should  be  "  L6  " 
and  the  entry  under  the  heading  "Bale  numbers  and  marks"  should  be  "out 
ot  l/oO. '   The  marks  of  each  lot  must  be  given. 

This  requirement  applies  merely  to  those  licensees  who  consume  imported 
cotton  or  waste. 

(r)  Notices  to  show  customs  entry  twmber.—Ii  it  be  not  inconsistent  with 
the  needs  of  the  trade,  it  is  requested  that  licensees  purchasing  imported  cotton 
transmit  the  original  customs  entry  number  to  subsequent  purchasers  and  in- 
dicate same  on  the  notices  of  reshipment  and  notices  of  receipt 

(s)  Conditions  of  approval  of  unrestricted  distribution  of  certain  grades  of 
cotton  or  waste.-The  approval  referred  to  in  the  proviso  to  this  regulation  mav 
be  given  only  after  the  board  has  received  samples  of  the  grade  or  grades  of 
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cotton  or  waste  which  originated  with  or  subsequent  to  the  carding  machine, 
or  which  has  been  processed  by  bleaching  or  dyeing,  together  with  a  description 
m  detail  of  the  process  through  which  it  lias  passed. 

ft)  Distribution  to  nonlicensees  of  disinfected  samples  of  imported  cotton,— 
For  the  distribution  by  a  permittee  or  licensee  of  disinfected  samples  of  im- 
ported cotton  to  any  person  or  firm  not  licensed  to  receive  such  cotton,  the  prior 
consent  of  the  hoard  for  each  such  distribution  must  he  obtained.  Application 
for  permission  to  distribute  such  samples  to  nonlicensees  must  be  made  in  ad- 
vance for  each  lot  which  it  is  desired  to  distribute.  Such  application  should 
include  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  parlies  to  whom  it  is  proposed  to  send 
the  samples.  Upon  approval  by  the  hoard  of  the  application,  the  desired  per- 
mission will  he  .-ranted.  The  parties  to  whom  the  samples  are  sent  should  in 
every  case  he  advised  by  the  permittee  or  licensee  that  as  soon  as  the  samples 
shall  have  served  their  purpose  they  should  be  destroyed  by  burning  or  re- 
lumed to  the  party  from  whom  they  were  received.  No  blanket  authorization 
will  be  issued  for  the  indiscriminate  distribution  to  nonlicensees  of  samples 
of  imported  cotton. 

Regulation   10.  Revocation  of   Permits   ;ind  Licenses. 

Permits  and  licenses  may  be  refused,  and  existing  permits  and  licenses  re- 
voked, for  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  regulations. 

Regulation    11.  Lists   of   Licensees    and  Inspectors. 

The  Federal  Horticultural  Board,  upon  application,  will  furnish  lists  of 
licensees  and  will,  from  time  to  time,  publish  lists  of  licenses  revoked. 

Names  of  inspectors  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  at  the  various  ports 
of  entry  may  be  obtained  upon  application  to  the  collectors  of  customs  at 
such  ports  or  to  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board.  Washington,  D.  C. 

Regulation  12.  Reshipments  from  Countries  under  Quarantine  to  the  United  States  of  Cotton 
Grown  in  the  United  States  or  in  any  Foreign  Countries  not  under  Quarantine  Subject 
to  Restrictions. 

The  foregoing  regulations  shall  apply  to  all  cotton  offered  for  entry  from 
foreign  countries,  irrespective  of  country  where  grown:  Provided.  That  cotton 
grown  in  the  United  States,  if  in  its  original  containers,  may  be  admitted 
under  permit  without  disinfection  under  the  provisions  of  Regulation  b  and 
may  he  distributed,  forwarded,  or  shipped  without  the  restrictions  prescribed 
by  "Regulations  7.  8,  and  9  when  evidence  is  submitted  satisfactory  to  the 
Federal  Horticultural  Board  that  such  cotton  was  grown  in  the  United  States : 
Provided  further.  That  cotton  imported  into  the  United  States  and  disinfected 
under  the  provisions  of  these  regulations  which  has  been  forwarded  to  a 
foreign  country  may  be  reentered  under  permit  without  further  disinfection, 
if  in  its  original  containers,  subject  to  all  the  other  requirements  of  these 
regulations,  when  evidence  is  submitted  satisfactory  to  the  Federal  Horti- 
cultural Board  that  the  cotton  was  disinfected  in  the  United  States  under 
the  provisions  of  these  regulations. 

(tt)  Evidence  of  American  growth  or  of  disinfection  required  before  entry 
without  disinfection  permitted.— If  it  is  desired  to  return  to  the  United  States 
either  of  the  two  classes  of  cotton  covered  by  the  provisos  to  this  regu- 
lation there  should  accompany  the  application  for  permit  evidence  showing 
that  the  cotton  was  grown  in  the  United  States  or  was  disinfected  in  the 
United  States  before  it  was  sent  abroad.  This  evidence  should  consist  of 
copies  of  the  bills  of  lading  covering  the  shipment  to  the  foreign  country, 
showing  the  marks  and  numbers  on  the  bales,  with  a  statement  to  the  effect 
that  the  cotton  is  being  returned  in  the  original  containers,  and  any  other 
information  which  would  aid  the  board  in  determining  whether  the  cotton  is 
entitled  to  the  benefit  of  either  of  the  provisos  to  this  regulation.  Cotton 
which  has  been  opened  up  can  not  be  returned  except  by  making  full  com- 
pliance with  the  disinfection  and  other  requirements  of  the  regulations.

(a)  Conditions  of  entry  under  first  proviso.-The  provisos  to  this  "gidfltiai 
admit  certain  classes  of  the  fabrics  referred  to  therein  without  disinfection  o 
rsequent  restrictions  when  properly  certified.    The  first  proviso  has  relation 
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to  such  cotton  wrappings  as  have  been  freed  from  all  adhering  cotton  and  dis- 
infected by  a  process  approved  by  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board.  This  clean- 
ing and  disinfection  is  to  be  carried  out  in  the  country  of  origin.  To  take  ad- 
vantage of  this  proviso  a  full  description  of  the  method  of  cleaning  and  disin- 
fection must  be  submitted  to  the  board,  and  the  prior  approval  of  the  board  of 
such  method  must  be  obtained. 

(b)  Conditions  of  entry  under  second  proviso. — The  second  proviso  covers 
(1)  the  entry  of  secondhand  or  used  burlap  or  other  fabrics  of  the  kinds  ordi- 
narily employed  in  wrapping  cotton,  but  which  have  not  been  so  used,  and  (2) 
American  cotton  bagging,  commonly  known  as  coarse  gunny,  which  has  been  used 
to  cover  only  cotton  grown  in  the  XTnited  States.  Under  this  proviso,  therefore, 
the  entry  of  secondhand  cotton  wrappings  without  disinfection  is  strictly  limited 
to  American  cotton  bagging,  commonly  known  as  coarse  gunny,  which  has  been 
used  to  cover  only  cotton  grown  in  the  United  States.  The  entry  without 
disinfection  of  other  secondhand  or  used  burlaps  or  other  fabrics  of  the  kinds 
ordinarily  employed  in  wrapping  cotton  is  strictly  limited  to  such  fabrics  as 
have  never  been  used  as  cotton  wrappings.  Certification  in  both  instances  is 
required. 

(c)  Mixed  bales  must  be  disinfected  if  then  contain  objectionable  material. — 
In  the  case  of  American  cotton  bagging  or  coarse  gunny  which  has  been  used 
to  cover  only  cotton  grown  in  the  United  States  disinfection  may  not  be 
required  if  there  appear  attached  to  such  gunny  patches  of  the  finer  burlaps  or 
gunnies  when  it  is  apparent  that  such  finer  materials  are  strictly  in  the  nature 
of  patches  and  represent  such  an  inconsiderable  proportion  as  not  to  affect  the 
character  of  the  bale  as  a  whole.  This  ruling  does  not  apply,  however,  to  bales 
of  a  mixed  character  which  contain  both  American  cotton  bagging  or  coarse 
gunny  which  has  been  \ised  to  cover  only  cotton  grown  in  the  United  States 
and  the  finer  burlaps  and  gunnies,  whether  these  latter  have  or  have  not  been 
used  as  cotton  wrappings.  It  is  deemed  thoroughly  impracticable  to  determine 
by  external  inspection  witli  any  degree  of  accuracy  the  history  of  the  finer 
gunnies  in  such  mixed  bales,  and  the  disinfection  of  such  bales  will  be  required. 
Importers  are  therefore  advised  that  the  classes  of  burlaps,  gunnies,  etc., 
which  may  be  entered  without  disinfection  must  be  baled  separately  to  secure 
the  advantage  of  such  entry. 

(d)  Classification  of  bagging  for  entry  without  disinfection. — The  classes  of 
burlaps  or  other  fabrics  referred  to  may  be  listed  as  follows : 

(1)  Cotton  wrappings  winch  have  been  freed  from  all  adhering  cotton  and 
disinfected  abroad  by  a  process  approved  by  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board. 
When  properly  certified  disinfection  not  required. 

(2)  Secondhand  or  used  burlaps  or  other  fabrics  of  the  kinds  ordinarily 
employed  in  wrapping  cotton  but  which  have  not  been  so  used.  When  properly 
certified  disinfection  not  required. 

(3)  American  cotton  bagging,  commonly  known  as  coarse  gunny,  which  has 
been  used  to  cover  only  cotton  grown  in  the  United  States.  When  properly 
certified  disinfection  not  required. 

(4)  All  cotton  wrappings  not  included  in  classes  (1)  and  (3).  Disinfection 
required. 

(e)  Bond  may  be  accepted  pending  receipt  of  certificate. — In  relation  to  the 
certification  of  cotton  wrappings  of  the  first  three  of  these  classes  offered  for 
entry  under  the  provisos  of  this  regulation,  should  the  required  certificate  fail 
to  accompany  the  invoice  and  the  shipment  in  question  should  on  inspection 
appear  properly  to  fall  under  the  first  or  second  proviso,  such  shipment  may  be 
entered  without  disinfection  upon  the  filing  with  the  collector  of  customs  of  a 
bond  in  the  amount  of  $fi,000,  or  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  invoice  value  of 
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received  and  delivered  to  the  collector  of  customs.

In  one  instance  it  was  found 
hafa  case  of  samples  was  entered  at  a  Pacific  port  along  with  a  number  of 
casL  of  egg-yolk  powder,  and  since  there  was  nothing  on  the  ship's  manifest  01 
entry  Papers  to  indicate  the  presence  of  cotton  in  the  shipment  it  wa 
lllowS  to  go  forward  in  bond  to  Chicago.  Upon  examination  at  the  latter  pom 
it  was  found  that  the  rase  contained,  among  other  samples  a  package  of  aw 
lion,  which,  under  the  circumstances,  it  was  necessary  to  forward  m  bond  to 
New  York  for  disinfection  and  final  entry. 

(b)  Importers  should  instruct  shippers  regarding  packing  and  listing  of 
JJ/cs.-Importers  of  cotton  are  requested  to  instruct  their  foreign  shippers 
to  pack  cotton  samples  separately,  and  not  to  include  them  in  a  package  or  crate 
witt  other  merchandise.  The  samples  should  be  listed  on  the  ships  manifest 
as  »  Cotton  samples,"  so  that  upon  arrival  at  the  port  of  entry  the  inspector  of 
the  board  may  be  advised  of  their  presence  in  the  ship's  cargo. 

(c)  Entry  'of  cotton  samples  not  so  listed  or  packed  with  other  material  to  be 
refnsed.-The  entry  of  samples  in  the  irregular  manner  indicated  above  does 
not  comply  with  the  conditions  of  entry  prescribed  by  the  cotton  regulations, 
and  in  future  entry  in  this  manner  will  be  refused.  Any  attempt  to  enter  cotton 
samples  under  any  other  designation  than  "Cotton"  or  to  enter  cotton  packed 
in  the  same  container  with  other  material  may  lead  to  the  necessity  of  revoking 
permits  authorizing  the  importation  of  cotton  from  the  foreign  shipper  failing 
or  refusing  to  comply  with  these  instructions. 

(d)  Disposal  of  leakage  or  wastage  from  foreign  cotton.— A  very  considerable 
amount  of  leakage  or  wastage  occurs  in  the  process  of  unloading  and  handling 
foreign  cotton  on  the  docks,  transportation  to  fumigation  plants,  and  in  storage 
pending  and  subsequent  to  disinfection  prior  to  distribution. 

(e)  Wastage  especially  heavy  in  ease  of  Mexican  cotton,— Such  waste  is 
especially  noteworthy  in  the  case  of  Mexican  cotton.  This  cotton  is  inadequately 
hooped  with  iron  over  an  insufficient  wrapper  of  coarse  sisal-fiber  netting,  in 
most  instances  but  a  few  shreds  of  this  netting  remaining.  The  bales  themselves 
become  merely  ragged  masses  of  cotton  of  such  character  that  the  wastage  in 
handling  is  constant  and  enormous.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  Mexico  is  known 
to  be  infested  with  the  pink  bollworm,  this  condition  of  the  bales  adds  a  very 
large  new  element  of  risk.  The  instructions  here  given  apply,  however,  to  all 
wastage  from  imported  cottons. 

(/)  Permittees  should  he  careful  in  handling  cotton.— Permittees  and  per- 
sons in  charge  of  fumigation  plants  are  urged  to  use  great  care  in  the  handling 
of  cotton  to  avoid  waste,  and  are  instructed  to  provide  for  the  prompt  and 
regular  collection  of  such  waste  on  the  docks  or  other  places  of  unloading  and 
between  such  places  of  landing  or  unloading  and  the  fumigation  plants  or  places 
of  temporary  storage  in  such  plants  or  elsewhere,  including  the  sweeping  of 
cars  and  clean-up  of  out-door  areas  where  such  wastage  may  occur  in  fbe 
process  of  handling,  and  all  wastage  in  fumigation  plants. 
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I  9)  II  astage  from  mixed  storage  of  American  and  foreign  cotton  to  be  treated 
<  foreign  waste.— If  foreign  cotton  is  stored  with  domestic  cotton  in  licensed 
warehouses  pending  disinfection  or  prior  to  distribution,  all  wastage  from  such 
storage  rooms,  both  domestic  and  foreign,  must  necessarily  be  treated  as  foreign 
cotton  and  become  subject  to  the  restrictions  herein  set  forth. 

(h)  Mixed  wastage  from  fumigated  and  unfumigated  cotton  to  be  treated  as 
unfuimgated  waste.-AU  such  wastage  in  whole  or  in  part  from  foreign  cotton 
must  be  properly  bagged  or  baled,  and  if  any  of  it  is  from  unfumigated  foreign 
cotton,  such  unfumigated  waste  must  be  promptly  fumigated.  The  bales 
bags  or  other  containers  must  be  plainly  marked  with  such  numbers  and 
marks  as  will  distinguish  the  containers  from  each  other  and  indicate  the 
fumigation  plan,  or  place  of  collection  and  the  nature  of  the  contents  as  such 
collected  waste. 

«)  Notice  of  collection  of  wastage  to  be  furnished. -The  notification  of  the 
collection  of  such  waste  must  be  made,  with  full  description,  corresponding  to 
(be  notxce  of  arrival  of  imported  cotton  (Regulation  5);  to  the  inspector  at  the 
port  involved,  one  of  these  notices  to  be  retained  by  the  inspector  of  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  and  the  other  to  be  forwarded  by  him  to  Washington 
(j)  Notices  of  shipment  of  wastage  to  be  furnished.— Notification  of  shin 
meat  or  consignment  of  such  waste  must  be  made  in  the  same  manner  as  is 
required  in  Regulation  7  as  to  imported  cotton,  except  that  the  number  of 
the  permit  and  date  of  entry  will  not  be  required,  but  in  all  other  respects 
such  cotton  must  conform  to  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  distri- 
bution of  imported  cotton  to  licensees. 

(k)  Cleaning  of  lighters,  cars,  trucks,  etc.,  used  for  transporting  foreign 
cotton.— Lighters,  cars,  trucks,  or  other  means  of  conveyance  used  for  the 
transportation  of  cotton  from  landing  docks  to  fumigation  plants  must  imme- 
diately upon  unloading  at  the  plants  be  thoroughly  swept  out  and  the  sweep- 
ings either  burned  or  collected  and  disinfected. 

(I)  Compliance  to  be  under  supervision  of  inspector.— Compliance  with  the 
conditions  outlined  above  is  to  be  made  under  the  supervision  and  instruction 
of  the  inspectors  of  the  board. 

(m)  Cotton  fumigation  plants  must  be  licensed.— In  view  of  the  facts  that 
Plants  for  the  disinfection  of  cotton  and  other  products  included  under  these 
regulations  must  be  approved  as  to  apparatus  and  methods  by  the  board  and 
-bat  such  plants  receive  and  hold  for  a  longer  or  shorter  period  cotton  and 
other  products  sent  to  them  for  disinfection,  and,  further,  may  collect  and 
sell  cotton  wastage,  etc.,  all  such  plants  must  secure  from  the  board  a  license 
approving  the  disinfection  apparatus  and  methods  and  giving  authorization 
to  receive  aud  hold  for  the  purpose  of  disinfection  or  storage  imported  cotton 
or  other  products  included  in  these  regulations,  and  to  collect,  disinfect  and 
dispose  of  cotton  wastage,  etc. 

(n)  When  fumigation  plants  required  to  maintain  screened  warehouse  — 
When  e„t ton  is  held  by  fumigation  plants  prior  to  fumigation  such  plants 
will  be  required  to  maintain  properly  screened  warehouses  or  rooms  for  the 
storage  of  such  cotton.    Storage  in  screened  warehouses  or  rooms  will  not 
be  required  of  imported  cotton  which  is  fumigated  immediately  on  receipt 
from  the  car,  lighter,  or  other  means  of  conveyance  to  the  fumigation  plant 
rt  shall,  however,  be  required  of  cotton  which  it  is  necessary  to  hold  for  a 
period  exceeding  a  week  prior  to  fumigation.

Uo)  Length  of  exposure— All  cotton  and  various  grades  of  waste  must  be 
exposed  to  the  gas  for  two.  hours,  including  the  period  of  generation  of  the  gas 
(x)  Method  of  procedure.— The  material  to  be  fumigated  must  be  placed  in  the 
fumigation  chamber,  the  doors  closed  and  clamped,  and  the  air  exhausted  until 
the  gauge  registers  25  inches.  At  this  stage  the  gas  should  be  generated  by 
introducing  into  the  generator  the  chemicals  previously  described,  in  the  follow- 
ing order:  Water,  acid,  and  cyanide  in  solution.  The  valve  separating  the 
generator  and  fumigation  chamber  must  be  opened  either  before  or  as  soon  as 
the  cyanide  solution  begins  to  flow  iuto  the  generator.  The  cyanide  solution 
should  be  run  in  at  such  a  rate  that  it  will  require  from  8  to  10  minutes  for  all 
of  the  solution  to  be  introduced.  At  the  expiration  of  15  minutes  air  must  be 
permitted  to  pass  through  the  generator  for  5  minutes,  to  wash  out  all  of  the 
gas  in  the  generator,  and  then  the  valve  separating  the  fumigation  chamber  and 
the  generator  should  be  closed.  At  this  stage  the  air  valve  on  the  fumigation 
chamber  should  be  opened  and  the  air  allowed  to  rush  in  until  the  gauge  on 
the  fumigation  chamber  falls  to  5  inches ;  the  bales  must  be  held  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  gas  and  air  for  1  hour  and  40  minutes  additional,  completing  the 
required  exposure  of  2  hours. 

At  the  completion  of  the  exposure,  to  remove  the  mixture  of  gas  and  air  from 
the  cotton  the  fumigation  chamber  should  be  pumped  to  a  vacuum  of  25  inches, 
and  on  reaching  this  vacuum  the  valve  of  the  chamber  should  be  opened  and,' 
as  the  air  enters,  the  pump  should  be  kept  running  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to 
remove  an  amount  of  air  twice  the  volume  of  the  chamber.  The  pump  is  then 
to  be  temporarily  stopped  until  the  doors  of  the  chamber  are  opened  and  again 
started  and  kept  running  while  the  fumigated  bales  are  being  removed. 

(y)  Precautions.— In  addition  to  providing  the  plant  with  all  necessary  pre- 
cautions in  the  form  of  blow-off  valves,  etc.,  it  is  desirable  as  a  precaution  to 
keep  on  hand  for  immediate  use  certain  antidotes.  If  the  gas  is  inhaled  to  a 
dangerous  amount  as  a  result  of  some  accident,  stimulants  should  be  adminis- 
tered, such  as  allowing  the  patient  to  breathe  the  fumes  from  a  dilute  ammonia 
water  or  applying  ice  water  to  the  head.  If  by  accident  the  cyanide  should  be 
taken  internally,  the  following  should  be  administered  immediately:  Freshly 
prepared  mixtures  of  calcined  magnesia  in  excess  with  ferrous  sulphates. 
(These  ingredients  should  be  mixed  just  prior  to  taking.) 

A  number  of  respirators  should  be  on  hand  to  be  used  in  case  the  odor  of 
the  gas  becomes  objectionable  in  the  structure  covering  the  fumigation  plant. 
Before  putting  on  the  respirator  the  sponge  should  be  moistened  with  a  1  per 
cent  solution  of  sodium  hydroxid.  All  of  these  reagents  should  be  kept  in  stock 
and  easily  accessible.
